MR BORAH AS A DEFENDER 


OF THE CONSTITUTION. 

Senator Borah in a speech to the National 
Grange convention in Cleveland last. week said: 

“If the time ever comes when a provision of 
the fundamental law under which we live is 
scoffed at, derided and denounced, ‘nullified and 
still permitted to remain a part of the constitu- 
tion, that, in my judgment, will be ‘the final im- 
peachment of constitutional government.” 

In a letter last week Senator Glass of Virginia 
wrote: 

“The childish endeavor to extenuate this en- 
couragement to crime [reference o the eighteenth 


amendment and the Volstead act] by contrasting it 


with the perfectly constitutional and legitimate 
action of the southern states in averting the blight 
of black supremacy will not deceive anybody with 
mind enough to draw distinctions. ... The white 
people of Virginia within the limitations of the 


’ federal constitution have complete control of their 
state affairs without the least fear of disturbance 
dy the blacks and with just as little fear of threats 


by megrophobist [negrophile meant, possibly 71 
newspapers and politicians favoring the repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment to the federal consti- 


* tution.” 


Senator Glass also said ‘that “there is no fed- 


oral statute providing for the enforcement of the 
» fifteenth amendment which the people of any 
southern state ‘deride, detest, and spit upon,’ as 


I once heard a United States senator passion- 


* ately boast about the prohibition amendment.” 


Senator Glass describes a condition which com- 


: pletely fits Senator Borah’s description of “the 


final impeachment of constitutional government.”’ 
Senator Borah knows that what Senator Glass says 
is true. Mr. Borah has been in the senate twenty 
years. What Mr. Glass says of the fourteenth 
and fifteenth amendments has been true all that 
time. 


It is tn the power of congress to enforce these 


~ amendments if it were wise to do so. Mr. Borah 


is a leading member of the majority party in the 
senate, the party which passed the amendments 
to give legal effect to the consequences of a war. 


They have not been enforced since the compro- 


mise which induced the Democrats to consent to 
the electoral commission’s finding which gave the 
presidency to Hayes instead of Tilden. That was 


the withdrawal of military control from the poli- 


ties of the south. 
What Mr. Glass says tn effect ts that the amend- 


ments have been nullified by methods which avoid 


the courts and are as considerate as possible of 
appearances. But the method is successful and 
the amendments are dead letters in states which do 
not them. It has been regarded in congress, 


in the senate in which Mr. Borah is inftuential, as 
_ Wise, expedient, or necessary to permit the white 


people of the south to work out their political 
and social problems in their own way. The nation 
is content to have it so. It satisfies Mr. Borah, 
‘who otherwise has opportuhity and power to do 


something ebout it. He is himself a party to 


“this fina) impeachment of constitutional gov- 
ernment.” He accepts it and he finds himself able 
to reconcile constitutional government and such 
impeachment. 

It is true he has said that he favors a plank in 
the Republican national platform demanding the 
enforcement of the fourteenth, fifteenth, and eight- 
eenth emendmenta, but his senatorial powers are 
not limited by the party declarations. The truth 
is thet the fourteenth and fifteenth amendments 
do not concern him at all and haven't. 

The eighteenth amendment is not nullified. The 
federal courts are busy year In and year out with 
prorecutions. Congress makes appropriations 2 
requested. Enforcement of prohibition is the most 


drastic procedure in government methods. Neither 


the executive department nor congress shows any 
indifference. Activity under the eighteenth amend- 

ment is as conspicuous as derision is under the 
fourteenth and fifteenth. 

Mr. Borah, Mr. Glass, and their dry associates 
are mofally tiresome. They are worse than that. 
They are injurious. Respect for the constitution 
gets no good from these hypocrisies. The eight- 
eenth amendment has not been nullified. Why, 
then, all this rhetorical sham about it? Chiefly 
to throw a moral odium upon opponents of the 
amendment and its works. Even Mr. Glass, who 
had an unusual grace of candor for 4 dry, coupled 
his defense of nullification of laws he does not 
want with a moral condemnation of associations 


and of citizens who want to repeal—repeal, not 


nullify—the eighteenth amendment. 
That is the grievous nonsense which the public 
‘question is being overcharged by high pressure 


_ moralista. Whether dry or wet, it is‘ still of some 


importance for the American people to continue to 
try to be on the square with themselves,

Time conquers the less progressive portions of 
the globe by famines, plagues, and organized mur- 
der, or else by intervention, or imperialism, or 
whatever you wish to eall it. : 

In the Latin and the brown nations cf the Carib- 
bean and Central America the United States has 
constituted itself agent for the latter method. In 
China, agreement among the nations permits the 
more natural system of evolution to run its course. 

Though not uniformly successful, the guardian- 
ship of the United States has worked fairly well. 
At a comparatively small cost in lives‘and suffer- 
ing it has turned disorder into order and savagery 
into something with a veneer of civiHzation. It 
has been fairly altruistic also. American gains 
have been matched by Haitian, Porto Rican, Nic- 
araguan, Cuban, and Panamanian profits. While 
the protection of legitimate American interests has 
been the cause of intervention rather than a spir- 
itual desire to bring sunlight into dark souls, the 
countries and the peoples where the United States 
stepped ig have not been exploited for selfish 

Then we read dispatches from China. Twenty 
thousand refugees from Shantung province are 
begging, famished, and half naked in the streets of 
Tsinan. “The colossal shadow of human disaster 
unequaled since the world flood settles over China,” 
writes Charles Dailey. He tells the case of the 
town of Shihchiachwang, a town to compare, he 
says, in size and the classes of the population with 
Bloomington, Il. The town is a skeieton now, 


farmers, empty mud walls; and the wells fouled 
by the bodies of the girls who leaped in to escape 
the ravishing soldiery. , 

International jealousies, very practical economic 
reasons, and a high minded desire to let China

CARS FOR THE NORTHWEST 
SIDE. 

Residents of the northwest side have called a 
massmeeting to demand improved transportation. 
They want, especially, extension of the; Diversey, 
Belmont, Fullerton, Irving Park, and Austin car 
lines, but they are also interested in the creation 
of bus lines which would serve as feedyrs to the 
surface cars. The leaders in the movement say 
there are now 36,000 persons living on the north- 
west side who have virtually no transportation line 
within walking distante of their homes. 

The request for extensions is a reasonable one.

IF CHILD’S GROWING LAGS 
; “FIND THE CAUSE. 

HILDREN between two years of 
( age, on the one hand, and adoles- 

cence, on the other, are very likely 

to gain evenly month dy month 
from the year’s beginning to its end. 
The mother who weighs her child 
stripped each month or eath week can 


expect to see an even gain. If she does 


not find this even gain she should look 
for a cause, if one is not already known. 
We assume that in weighing she sees 
to it that the weighing is done at a 
uniform time with relation to eating and 
performance of acts of excretion. The 


expected gain in one week is rather too 


small, considering the lack of delicacy 
of ordinary scales, but if the apparent 
failure to gain in one week is continued 
into the second week, or into a month 
the inquiry should not be longer delayed. 

The opinion that gain is uniform 
throughout the year comes from Dr. 
In his opinion the 
mother can expect her child to grow 
at the same rate in December and March 
as in July and September—no faster 
and no slower. 


— 
The inborn drive which causes growth 


operates with just the same force in 
August as in February. There is noth- 
ing to the theory that the child body 
gains energy in climate, vacation, or sun- 
shine, which gains vary with the seasons 
of the year. At least there is no gain 
in or storage of growth energy. 

Dr. Emerson made his study in collabo- 
ration with men in Hawaii, Toronto, and 
other places, in order to check on 
changes due to climatic variations. In 
this study be and his associates found 
the seasonal variations in growth that 
others had reported. As to that funda- 
mental fact he was in accord with 
other experimenters. They were right, 
in the main, so far as they went. 
He and his associates went one step 
further. They investigated the chil- 
dren who had not gained in a given 
season to find the reason. en these 
results were massed, not only 
showed seasonal variations in growth, 
but they also showed the seasonal rea- 
sons therefor. When no such seasonal 
variation in cause occurred the child 
followed his biological urge and grew 
uniformly throughout the year. 


For instance, a great prevalence of 
contagion at a certain season explains 
a slowing up of growth. Perhaps a 
tendency to colds at certain seasons will 
also explain a certain slowing up. 

The main thesis of Dr. Emerson and 
his associates may be contested. But 
whether it ultimately stands or falls it 
has @ message for the parent. That mes- 
sage is: If your child stops growing try 
to find @ cause, regardless of the season.

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Factions Battle in Cities 
as Civil War Goes On. 


BY CHARLES DAILEY. 
{Chieage Tribune Press Service.) 

PEKING, China, Nov. 21.—Striking 
evidence of the chaotic conditions in 
warring China is contained in the sit- 
tation in Foochow, the capital of 
Fukien province. There, as late as 
mid-October, there was fighting in the 
streets of the city, causing the deaths 
of forty-four persons, chiefly students 
who were parading in protest against 
the communistic tendencies of the fac- 
tion of so-called nationalists then in 
control. What few foreigners re- 
mained in Foochow were ready to go 
aboard the British and American war- 
ships that lay at Pagoda anchorage, 
twenty-five miles up the Min river, 
while their launches were waiting at 
the customs pier, nine miles farther 
inland. 


Just as in other provinces which 
came under the sway of the Kuomin- 
tang [Cantonese Nationalist party] 
when Sun Yat-Sen was at the height 
of his power, Fukien province has 
been see-sawing ever since. 

Students Shot in Battle. 


The October outbreak in Foochow 
seems to have been due to the opera- 
tions of a semi-communistic faction 
under the command of Gen. Tan Hsu- 
Ching. It called itself the min-chun, 
or people's army. Gen. Tan first de- 
manded $500,000 from the merchants, 
and got it. Then within two days he 
demanded $500,000 more. The students 
organized a parade in protest against 
this and were shot by troops in a one- 
sided fight right on the main streets

A bend issue of $4,000,000 is needed 
for additions to Oak Forest infirmary, 


the county poor farm, due to the in- 
creased burden upon the institution 
since the enactment of the Volstead 
act, it was learned yesterday. An elec- 
tion will probably be called shortly 
after the first of the year, it was said. 
Prohibition is directly responsible 
for the growing demands upon the in- 
firmary, according to President Anton 
J. Cermak of the county board. He 
said the situation at the poor farm was 
a concrete example of the social effects 
of the 18th amendment. 
In 1916, the last normal year before 
the dry law was passed, Oak Forest 
infirmary had an average of 2,200 in-

Citing the comprehensive reports made 
at the realtors’ méeting, covering actual 
farm transfers appearing in the record- 
ers’ offices throughout the state, Mr. 
Gorham showed that farm land prices 
which postwar deflation carried far be- 
low the actual capitalized value of their 
new income are regaining their former 
level. He also pointed out that increased 
volume of sales already is evident and 
unquestionably will be accelerated by 
our bumper crops and further by the 
easing of credit conditions and the drop 
in interest rates. 

He added that the right of way to be 
given by congress to the farm problem 
and the inevitable legislation will be a 
powerful added stimulus and that the 
combination of all these factors threat- 
ens a dangerous jump in land prices. 


Time for Farmers to Buy. 


Reports were read of the recent forma- 
don in Des Moines of a $5,000,000 corpo- 
ration, largely with eastern capital, to 
buy up Iowa farms at the prevailing low 
prices, speculating on the rapid rise 
which Mr. Gorham said is imminent. 

Mr. Gorham quoted the recent state- 
ment ot Secretary of Agriculture Jar- 
dine, who gaid, “I think this is the time 
for farmers to buy farms, and, if they 
already..own them, to hold farms. Agri- 
culture has been in despair for a number 
of years, but has begun to come out of 
it. Agriculture. is improving and will 
continue to improve in coming years. 
Consequently it's an opportune moment 
for farmers, not speculators, to invest in 
farm real estate.” 

“We don’t want speculators to buy 
Illinois farms,” said Mr. Gorham. It 
should be the effort of every realtor to 
put every available farm into the hands 
of men who have the ability and the 
financial strength to hold and operate 
them with modern methods. This is as 


much the duty of the farm broker as it 


is the duty of the city broker to ald the 
development of city property to its high- 


dent and best use.”

RULES CHINESE 
GIRL MUST GO TO 
NEGRO SCHOOL 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 21.— [Spe- 
clal.I— Mississippi state laws compell- 
ing the segregation of white and col- 
ored school children and a ruling of a 
district school board that a Chinese 
girl must attend the school set apart 
for colored children were upheld today 
by the United States Supreme court. 


The question came to the Supreme 
court from the Mississippi Supreme 
court, which held that the girl, Mar- 
tha Lunn, 9 years old, could not in- 
sist upon being classed with white 
children under the state constitution, 
which specifically requires separate 


of other races. 

“The question here,’ according to 
the opinion written by Chief Justice 
Taft, “is whether a Chinese citizen 
of the United States is denied équal 
protection of the laws when he is 
classed among the colored races and 
furnished facilities for education equal 
to that offered all, whether white, 
brown, yellow, or black.“ 

Pointing out that the problem has 
been passed on in other decisions, the 
opinion continues, the decision is 
within the discretion of the state in 
regulating its public schools and does 
not conflict with the fourteenth 
amendmeft.”
